"They have used all the means of 
moru* persuasion to Influence the 
mining corporations to recognised 
human rights a-Khout avail. Their 
reasonable requests for humane con- 
dltidos and ao increase In wages have 
been spurned with contempt by tho 
industrial czars of the copper district 
of Michigan, and the slaves who 
delve In the bowels of tbs en^rth huvo 
been merely looked upon as so many 
machines to produce dUidends for 
that privileged few whose hearts be¬ 
come caU'us to evety sense of Justice 
as tbelr bank accounts reach colossal 
proportions. 

‘*The miners of Michigan exhausted 
every means to avert a strike. They

'may be among some the aspiration 
for the grejkt' ultimata victory. It Is 
eortaln that what most of them wont 
is the Immediate advantage. 

It is therefere arrant nonsense to 
talk of isoUtad striked being revolu¬ 
tions, or of one body of strikers being 
more radical than another during a 
period of strike. Conditions may 
lorof violenea But st times the so- 
called ultra-conservative unions may 
be Involved In for more violence than 
the most self-styled revolutionary or- 
gantxationa The railroad men, sup¬ 
posed to be conservative to the core, 
have hod as stiff fighting os any or¬ 
ganisation that ever existed. 

No matter what a workingman 
thinks he thinks, no matter what his 
intentions may be. one great foot re¬ 
mains. and It con not be insisted upon 
too often; 

The organisation of workers os 
workers is a declaration uf war on 
eoclety. 

We workero. good and bad, oon- 
scrvatlve. ultra-revolutionary or lim¬

The impatient often do not got away 
after oU.

In a Hurricane. 

Durlftg the flay on August 7, 1804. the>barom- 
eter fell rapidly and low. It was the hurri¬ 
cane season, so the light spars were sent down. 
The air was thick and sultry and all hands 
were ordsred to remain on deck and when 
night come no one was allowed to turn In. All 
remained awoke and in readlneee. 

About two bolls in the midwatch a distant, 
roc^ng sound was heard. At first it was Ic.w 
and Indtstlnot, but gradually it grew louder 
and all of a sudden tho storm swept down 
upon the ship. 

The Ship had swung to the tide and pro- 
tented her broadilde to the hurricane, so that, 
although her to>hammer had been reduced 
when the light yorde and mostiMhad hetL 
sent down. |^e was thrown or hoelM over by 
the preesuro of tho wind, almost on her beam 
ends, where she remained for almost half an 
hour, when gradually swinging to the wind, 
head on, she righted. 

Hons hod never befose seen it blow and rain 
•o hard. The wind was like a wall Irrealatnbly 
preeeing against cvenrthing and Hans had to 
hold 00 to the rigging with all his strength 
In order to be able to stand up at all. The sea 
hod no chance to rise, for as soon os a wave 
tried to form the wind would cut off the top 
of U as with a knife and carry It along with 
it, BO the air was full of salt spray and the 
sea looked like a seething, fokmlng surface. 

The sheet anchor was let go os a precaution 
but os the other anchors held, not much cable 
WM paid out The grinding and groaning of 
the cables tn ths hawseplpes under the heavy

IN MIL WAUKEE 


That Mayor Badlns Is willing that 
all ths debU of the child wslfore eom- 
mtssloD, created during tbs Soolo*- 
Demccratio admlaitratlon, be paid 
with the exception of the money due 
the former secretary, Wilbur C. Phil¬ 
lips and ble wife, Elsie PhUllpa* was 
disclosed St a meeting of the nncnce 
committee of the common council 
Tuesday afternoon. Indlcatiof his 
usual “coDOlstenoy," Badlng holds 
that the two Phillips' claims should 
not be honored, while he contends 
that 42 similar claims should be paid. 

The proposition devolves upon Ba- 
dlng's personal fight n^lnst Phillips. 
It will bs recalled that Badlng bolted 
the child welfare commission soon 
after bis arrival In the mayor's offllce, 
for no bstter reason than U was cre¬ 
sted by Soclal-Detrocrau. Badlng's 
"love” 'or Phillips has not changed. 
The total lodebtedneea ts 11.140.70, 
and under chapter 644 of the laws of 
1911. this may be paid D-om the con¬ 
tingent fund. Of this, Phillips claims 
$428.86 for services rendered the city 
In conducting the work of the oom- 
misslon, while Mrs. Phillips' claim 
amounts to $38.46. 

Badlng ts so unreasoning that he 
attempts to show that Phillips la not 
entitled to the money. Alderman 
KrzyekI, Social-Democrat, contended 
that all the claims should be paid, in 
urging the adoption of a resolution 
Introduced for that purpose. Krxyckl 
Insisted that Mr. and Mrs. Phillips 
had extended service that was ac¬ 
cepted by the city and that their 
claims were Just as valid a those of 
the others. Alderman Braman con¬ 
tended that Mr. and Mra Phillips 
were never on the city's payroll and 
that they oould not be paid lenlly. 
He also r.uempted to show that PhU- 
Ups was paid fror the donations of 
phllsothroplo persons. Interested In 
the work. 

Badlng was not present, but his In¬ 
terests were well guarded in view of 
the fact that "Jimmy** Barr, “the 
mayor's second eye,** was oo the job. 
Barr ranteJ la his usual style. In his 
endeavors to prove that Mr. sod Mra. 
Phillips' claims are not just. Barr 
said tbat they were never on the pay¬ 
roll. Alderman Bechtner took ez- 
oepUott. declaring that they wera on 
the payroll Bechtner declared that 
action should be darerred to make 
sure on this point He held that the 
Phillips' claims should be paid wtth 
the others, if R Is established for a 
certainty that they were on the pay¬ 
roll. Action was postponed until Mon¬ 
day afternoon.

Ik tbe meantime 
the younk Boclellsta are challenklok the atten* 
Uon of the local branchea of the part}-. 

Hera In Milwaukee there are four braoch<ja 
ot the Younk reople’a BooUllet Leekua. the 
north, aouth, weet anil east branchea The 
problem waa to make them an efleqtlve and 
coherent part of tho Milwaukee Sodlailet party. 
. This had bean BolTod in part by tha appoint¬ 
ment ot a Younk People's Welfare Commta- 
Blon, to tupervlae the aotlvitiaa of the younk, 
but Its work waa found to be Inadequata ^ 

Then the party ortsnlxatlon found Itself 
controptlnk the demand made by the younk 
people that they be ktvsn representation In 
the oentral eommlttse of the party orksnlaa- 
tlon. Thta broukht tha matter aquarely to aa 
iasua ^ 

After atudyluk the problem for some time 
It haa bean dMided to amend the eonatltution 
of the party onpuilintion eo as to Include tha 
activttlei of tnoae under 21 years of aka as It 
haa heretofore provided for thoea above 21 
years of aka 

The amendment provldee for the retention 
ot the welfare commlaaloncr wb|(b Is to he 
elected by the evntrni committee and to ho^ 
office for tero yeara It win be aaelsted In It. 
work by one delegate troni each ot the tour 
Iwknes ot (he yoong peopla theee lasknea to 
be anxlllary orimnlaatlens of the party. 

It Ik nld^ fdanaed to draw up a uniform con- 
etltntlan ter the Young People's Leaguaa maA- 
ing tt obligatory among othar things to join 
the regular party organlaatton upon reaching 
22 yean of aga 

In this way It Is hoped to bring the young 
people'i S«tallat movemont under tbe direct 
Bupervlalou ot the regular party eraanixatloa 
and to abmloBte many of the bad teaturea 
that already aaaart thanwelvas In many of th. 


cittee of the country whore loose organixntlone 
exist, end the young i>eopl» are permitted to 
shift for tbemaelvea more or leas. 

^t la found that where the young people get 
along Without party eu^orvlalon there la a 
tendency to exaggerate -vuciar activitlea at the 
expense ot party work. It le admitted that 
the young people must be permitted time In 
which to play, to hold their doncei and enur- 
ta'.nmenta, organise athletic and girmnaatlc 
clutxa give their outings In winter ann aummer, 
and btherwiaa bring the young peopla to¬ 
gether; but It le also fait that the education of 
tho youth In Boclallsm must not be oegiseted, 
that there muit be achoole, eei>oclaUy night 
ochoolB, the young must aid the grown-ups In 
the distribution of llteratnre and tha ariangc- 
meat and carrying on of mootings, especially 
during campaign times, that they must b. 
active In support of the party preen In'the 
gathering gt aobaeriptiona and other ways, »iat 
they must In fact be the force that must ba 
trained In all tho aotlvitiaa of the party eo 
that they will be able to Uke It up Imme¬ 
diately It la laid down by those who have 
grown too old for the struggle.
